Roland Guggenheim Says That If Opposition to 
Smelter Is Withdrawn It Will Be Built 
Within Three Months. 


The Proposed Smelter Will Give Employment to 5000 People and 
Turn Out About 1500 Tons a Day at the Beginning— 

Will Stimulate Mining Industry. 


NATIONAL FIGURES TO 
MEET INJALIFORNIA 

Program of National Irrigation 
Congress to Be Held at Sacra¬ 
mento, Commencing Septem¬ 
ber 2, Will Contain Many 
Distinguished Names. 


Vice-President Fairbanks and Con¬ 
gressman Currier Coming From the 
East—Mighty Problems of Govern¬ 
mental Policy Discussed by Intellect¬ 
ual Giants. 



The program of the Fifteenth Na¬ 
tional Irrigation Congress is now 
nearly complete and will be announced 
within a few days. It will consist of 
about twenty-live or thirty set speeches 
and papers by men who are nationally 
prominent, on questions of National 
and State policy, with reference to 
natural resources, relative to practical 
irrigation and practical forestry and 
the settlement of irrigated lands. 

The feature of the prearranged pro¬ 
gram will be its brevity. Profiting 
by the experience of previous Con¬ 
gresses the management lias planned 
for a limited number of set speeches in 
order that ample time may be devoted 
to discussion, to the end that the event 
may be a Congress in fact as well as in 
name. Short speeches from the floor 
of fhe Congress are expected to make 
thisian exceedingly snappy and inter¬ 
est ingfsession.- 

The first day of the Congress will 
be devoted mainly to a discussion on a 
very high plane, of subjects relative to 
the conservation of natural resources 
and their development. Welcoming 
speeches^will be made by Governor 
Gillett, Mayor Beard and others. One 
of the prominent speakers will be 
United States Senator Francis G. New- 
lands of Nevada, the author of the 
National Reclamation Act and a mem¬ 
ber of the Inland Waterways Commis¬ 
sion, lately appointed by President 
Roosevelt. Senator New lands will 
speak of the work of the Waterways 
Commission. 

Following Mr. Newlands there will 
be addresses by the President of the 
National Drainage Association, Hon. 
George E. Barstow of Texas. The 
President of the National Rivers and 
Harbors Congress, Congressman James 
E. Ransdell of Mississippi, and by rep¬ 
resentatives of the National Forestry 
Association, the American Mining 
Congress and other prominent National 
bodies. 

Hon. Gigord l’inchot,' the foremost 
representative of the policies of the 
present administration, will deliver an 
address on the “Conservation of Natu¬ 
ral Resources,” ex-Governor Pardee of 
California, who was twice President of 
the Irrigation Congress, will deliver an 
address on the “National Forest 
Policy.” 

The Governors of several States will 
attend and participate in the Congress 
and addresses are expected from all 
who attend.

At the meeting of the Supervisors 
Monday, at which Supervisor Mac- 
Bain presided in the absence of Chair¬ 
man Coleman, consideration of the 
electric light and power franchise in the 
First Township came up.

Whin Gunpowder Was New. 

A curious feature about the evolu¬ 
tion In methods of hunting was the 
hesitation with which gunpowder was 
taken up by the great nobles. Not only 
did it take quite a century to familiar¬ 
ize hunters with it, but the evidence 
that has come down to us shows that, 
the humble classes were the first to 
use it for shooting game. Maximilian, 
ardent sportsman that he was, tells us 
himself that he could shoot farther 
and with greater accuracy with his 
crossbow than his keeper could with 
the fire tube. To prove this he tells us 
the well known story of a certain 
chamois standing at 200 fathoms, 
which, after being pronounced as too 
far off by his henchman, who was arm¬ 
ed with one of the first sporting firearms 
mentioned in print, comes tumbling 
down, pierced at the first attempt by 
the emperor’s bolt. From other sources 
we learn of strict measures being 
adopted to prevent poachers and “wood 
loafers” using firearms, and this at a 
period when princes still used the 
cumbrous crossbow and spear. It was 
only In the last quarter of the six¬ 
teenth century that firearms had oust¬ 
ed other weapons for certain forms of 
the chase, the deer battue being among 
the latter.—Gentleman’s Magazine.

The Poisonous Black Soa. 

The Black sea, which in some parts 
has a depth of more than 6,500 feet, la 
poisoned by sulphureted hydrogen 
wherever the water is deeper than 
1,200 feet. This accounts for the curi¬ 
ous fact that there is no organic life 
below that depth, excepting perhaps 
some bacteria of very low order, im¬ 
pregnated wdth sulphur. The causes 
for this phenomenon are explained 
by the quick outflow of the fresh wa¬ 
ter through the Bosporus, while salt 
water coming from the Mediterranean 
enters through a deeper current into 
the depths of the Black sea. The wa¬ 
ters on the surface are, therefore, con¬ 
trolled absolutely by horizontal cur-1 
rents of considerable force, and verti- 1 
cal currents which might carry the 
noxious gases from the bottom to the 
surface and fresh oxygen from the 
surface to the bottom are hardly ever 
noticeable. The water at great depths 
is so saturated with sulphuric gas by 
the disintegration of organic matter 
sinking to the bottom by reason of its 
weight that no fish or other living be¬ 
ing which needs oxygen for its organic 
system can exist beyond a stated 
depth.

One of these maps has been presented 
to the South City Board of Trade and 
one to the Commercial and Manufac¬ 
turers’ Association and fifty more are 
being prepared for other organizations. 
Telephones Being Installed. 

The telephone company, in response 
to a statement from the club that there 
were fifty business houses and families 
in the Bay Shore District who want 
telephones, has sent an inspector over 
the field and will place telephones as 
rapidly as conditions will permit. 
The first one to be placed under the 
new order of things will be in the Bay 
Shore Drug Store at 7 Leland avenue. 

Gas and Electric Lights Wanted. 

The Improvement Club has written 
to the gas company stating that there 
are now nearly 500 families in the Bay 
Shore District and asking it to furnish 
gas and electric lights to the residences 
and gas to the business houses. The 
latter have electric lights and there are 
electric street lights throughout the 
district, but no general supply of gas 
and electricity for cooking and illumi¬ 
nating purposes. 

Bay Shore District Wants Lights, 
Sewers and Oiled Streets. 

Charles.!. King, business manager 
of the Potrero Commercial and Manu¬ 
facturers’ Association and G. XV. 
Owen, Secretary of the Bay Shore Im¬ 
provement Club, appeared before the 
Streets and Sewers and Artificial 
Lights Committee of the new Board of 
Supervisors this week to further pre¬ 
sent the needs of the Bay Shore Dis¬ 
trict. Additional electric lights to be 
placed on the corner of Raymond and 
Ban Bruno avenues; Mill street and 
Darkness avenue; Beta street and 
Tucker avenue; Delta street and 
Teddy avenue; Fay street and Leland 
avenue; Britton street and Leland ave¬ 
nue, are asked for from the Light 
Committee. 

The Street and Sewer Committee is 
asked to assist the district to curb and 
oil Leland, San Bruno and other 
streets and Avenues and to establish a 
sewer district. 

A petition signed by twenty business 
firms and by 187 residents, together 
with a full set of official maps com¬ 
piled by llie Bay Shore Improvement 
Club from official surveys containing 
full information regarding streets, ele¬ 
vations, location of lights and other 
data has been presented to the Board 
of Supervisors and the Board of Public 
Works. 

Has Secured 200 Barrels of Oil. 

The Bay Shore Improvement Club 
has just secured 200 barrels of oil to be 
used in oiling Leland and San Bruno 
avenues and the Bay Shore District 
athletic field. The club is negotiating 
for an oil tank car and an oil tank 
sprinkling wagon, each containing a 
steam coil for heating and spreading 
the oil. The local merchants have 
subscribed to a fund to do the work of 
oiling and the city will also be asked 
to help.

Dangerous Odors. 

Some smells are dangerous. A sin¬ 
gle sniff of highly concentrated prus¬ 
sic acid will kill a man as quickly as 
a shot through the heart.

SHIPPERS’ PETITION. 


A petition has been circulated in 
South City during the past week, en¬ 
titled “Shippers’ Petition to Interstate 
Commerce Commission Regarding 


On Friday, September 13th, the 
people of this vicinity will have an 
opportunity of attending Ringling 
Brother’s circus at San Francisco and 
it is probaple that many will go from 
here, as this splendid organization is 
far better than ever before, being 
made up almost entirely of European 
performers new to America. 

The equipment of the circus is all 
brand new, and over a million dollars 
was spent in adding novel features. 
The greatest parade ever presented 
will take place in the forenoon. In it 
will be 1564 men, women and children, 
658 horses, nine herds of elephants 
and three miles of hand-carved 
golden chariots, floats and dens, and 
gorgeous spectacular attractions. 

Space wiil permit of only brief 
mention of the many European 
novelties, presented in a tent twice as 
bigi that of any other icircus. The 
Riccobone horses wear boots, coats 
and trousers. One sits in a chair and 
reads a paper; when the clock strikes 
ten he lights a candle, goes to his bed, 
removes his clothes, even to his 
ponderous boots, blows the candle out 
and retires. Last winter people went 
from all over Europe to Paris to see 
the act. 

An agent of the show secured, 
through the efforts of an American 
diplomat, permission from the Shah 
of Persia to bring to this country the 
wonderful Mirze Golem troupe, 
favorites of the Persian monarch’s 
court performers. It is the first time 
they have been permitted to leave 
Persia. No one ever saw the act ex¬ 
cept royal visitors at the Shah’s palace. 
Other European performers are Daisy 
Hodgini, of Italy, the only women 
who can turn a somersault on a horse, 
the Marnello Marnites, who while 
turning somersaults and handsprings 
from shoulder to shoulder play on 
Swiss bells; the Patty Brothers, of 
; Paris, who hop up and down stairs 
and skip the rope on their heads; the 
De Koeks from France, with their 
wonderful dog which walks on its 
hind feet around the ring, balancing a 
man on its head: the wonderful live 
Bedinis who jump simultaneously to 
the back of one horse; the Holloway 
family, of London; the greatest high- 
wire artist on earth; the Jordan family 
of aerialist, the greatest in the world; 
the Kaufmann family of unicycle 
riders ; the great Belfords, the C'lark 
Brothers of England, the Borsenis of 
Naples, Marguerite and Hanley of 
of Berlin, the Noetzel family of Dresden 
and 300 more of the picked talent of 
the world.

“If South San Francisco wants the 
Guggenheim smelter and the attendant 
colony of 5000 people dej)endent upon 
its payroll, very well,” said Mr. Gug¬ 
genheim. “If it does not want the 
smelter the Guggenheims will not 
force it upon the community.” 

Mr. Guggenheim and party are ex¬ 
pected in South City to-day or to-mor¬ 
row to look over their present contem¬ 
plated site for the smelter. The South 
City Board of Trade has made arrange¬ 
ments to do everything in its power to 
aid in the establishment of a smelter 
here. 

The cut published with this article 
is furnished to The Enterprise 
through the courtesy of the San Fran¬ 
cisco Chronicle. It shows how natural 
it will be for the Western Pacific to 
extend its railway across the bay below 
here and have an all-rail route to San 
Francisco in case the Guggenheim 
smelter is located, with the opportun¬ 
ity of carrying the 1000 tons of ore 
daily that will be necessary to keep 
the smelter in full operation. 

Mr. Guggenheim says his company 
will erect the proposed mammoth 
smelter here within three months, 
provided the opposition of Burlingame 
is withdrawn. If they are not wanted 
in this locality, the young financier 
says, the plants of the corporation at 
Everett and Tacoma will be enlarged. 

According to Mr. Guggenheim the 
proposed smelter will give employment 
to about 5000 men and will turn out 
something like 1500 tons a day at the 
outset. Mr. Guggenheim claims that 
if the smelter is installed here many 
mines that have long been closed on 
account of a lack of such a plant will 
soon resume operations, and that the 
mining industry of California will be 
greatly stimulated. 

Mr. Guggenheim says that the fumes 
from the smelter will not prove un¬ 
healthful or harmful to vegetation, as 
the residents of Burlingame fear. He 
avers that in all the Guggenheim 
smelters certain chemicals are used 
which act upon the smoke and fumes 
in such a way as to render them harm¬ 
less. He adds that the winds in this 
vicinity blow bayward and that there 
is no danger of any smoke being car¬ 
ried in the direction of Burlingame.

ALASKAN GOLD 


BIGGEST PLOT FOR ROBBING 
MAILS EVER DISCOVERED 
IN ALASKA. 


Sack Containing $45,000 in Gold 
Dust Dieappears, Being Third 
Pouch Stolen in Month.

Seattle, Wash., Aug. 23.—What is 
\t believed to be the biggest plot for 
robbing the United States mails ever 
discovered is now in operation in 
Alaska. Only yesterday word was 
received from the coast that the 
third pouch missing in a month has 
been reported at Skagway. The sack 
contained $45,000 in gold dust, 
addressed to Seattle banks. Post- 
office inspectors who are already in 
the north working on two former 
robberies have taken up the latest 
loss. It is almost certain the sacks 
were stolen in transit on the Yukon 
river boats between this point and 
Dawson. Several men are under 
suspicion, but no arrests have been 
made. 

Ever since the gold dust shippers 
decided to use the mails for send¬ 
ing out the metal instead of patron¬ 
izing the express companies because 
of the increased tariff this trouble 
has existed. It necessitates the em¬ 
ployment of guards by the Govern¬ 
ment to watch each gold shipment. 
As they have been practically un¬ 
guarded up to date the robberies 
were easy, and it is believed the 
thefts have resulted from the irystem- 
atic operations of bandits working 
with well-laid plans.

The 
silver tube was displaced and he 
would have choked to death had not 
surgical aid been immediately sum- 
i moned. Dr. A. A. Archer, at the 
City and County Hospital, rep aced 
the silver tube in position, and Joyce 
left the institution as good as new a 
few hours after his arrival.

Philadelphia, Pa., Aug. 23—James 
M. Shumaker, formerly Superinten¬ 
dent of the Capitol at Harrisburg, 
Pa., who pleaded illness and re¬ 
mained secluded at his home In 
Johnstown during the investigation 
of the Capitol building scandals, now 
declares he .will tell everything he 
J knows. Shumaker alleges the man¬ 
ipulation of the funds was engineered 
by high State officials for the pur¬ 
pose of covering up a shortage in the 
treasury and save the name of a 
former United States Senator now 
deceased. 


Indian Murderer Escapes to Mexico. 

San Diego, Cal., Aug. 23.—After a 
quarrel at the Cottonwood camp of 
the Southern California Mountain 
Water Company an Indian named 
Gregorio was shot to death by Joe 
Mesa, another Indian. Mesa first 
emptied a shotgun into his victim, 
and when the latter fell shot him 
with a pistol. Smuggled liquor from 
Lower California was the cause of 
the trouble. After the killing of 
Gregorio Mesa stole a horse and 
made his escape across the border.
